Group Medical Practice 

Sir,—In your issue of June 1 (p. 905 and following) refer- 
ences were made to group medical practices, co-operation of 
yoluntary and State hospitals, school medical and social 
hygiene services, etc. Relative advantages and disadvantages 
of prepayment by contract and postpayment for services 
rendered, also teams for an individual service, were hinted at 
rather than clearly put forward. Measures for the prevention 
and investigation of illnesses at all ages, the general medical 
care of established disease, the availability of specialist service, 
including the rights of reference and referee supervision, 
pathological and psychological services, the economical pro- 
vision of equipment and apparatus, and many other points 
were not set out in such a manner as to impress the mind of 
any critical reader. As an advocate in 1910 and earlier of 
the establishment of Health Service Centres (the original title 
of group medical practice), | feel that the reference to this 
subject was not in accordance with its merit. We have always 
stressed the importance of the continuity of relationship 
between the patient and his particular physician, with free 
choice. 1 would protest that it is absolutely essential to keep 
the main ideals and aims always in view because there is an 
ever-present danger of losing sight of the wood for the trees, 
or of the main purpose being lost in the details. 

Our medical as well as our political history for many years 
has shown a tendency to pass many measures into law to deal 
with conditions which may be changing as all things in life 
change. The medical profession accepted the scheme of 
national health insurance without weighing up the value of 
possible alternatives, and, more than this. ruled these alter- 
natives out of order. These are not times any more than 
any other times for wasting energy in condemning the differ- 
ences or in preening ourselves on our achievements, for we 
have to put all our energy now into critical comparisons and 
into preparation for the hoped-for new era in medical practice 
as a means of improving our race. Observation through all 
these years has convinced me year by year that the future of 
medical service and advance of medical efficiency in dealing 
with the health of body, mind, and soul of human beings will 
come through the development of group medical practice 
under an insurance scheme, organized through Health Service 
Centres, in which not only the doctors, but the guides of every 
phase and aspect of human life, will take their share. Such 
a scheme will consider the guidance in all the points that I have 
raised in the earlier part of this letter. 

I served on the committee formulating a scheme of medical 
service for the country. I stressed then the need for estab- 
lishing Health Service Centres, the care of children from the 
age of 2 to school age, the establishment of a proper patho- 
logical service for the country, and more efficient home care 
by means of home helps.—! am, etc.,

Rank in the Services 

_ Sir,—-Since there will be no Annual Representative Meeting 
this year | feel that Dr. Keith Williams's letter (Supplement, 
June 22. p. 101) should not go unanswered. It is significant 
that two such widely separated Divisions as Torquay and 
Birmingham should put up motions involving the same prin- 
ciple. Dr. Williams says that “the only fair method of 
promotion is that in force in the Services generally, in which 
due regard is paid to length of service and ability.” Since 
medicine is medicine, whether the patient is in uniform or not, 
civilian service and ability should be recognized in just the 
same way. When an officer is commissioned in the infantry 
he starts to learn his job, and as his ability increases his rank 
becomes higher, but a doctor who has been in practice for 
some time has, in civilian life, already acquired comparable 
experience and ability. 

The principle underlying our contention is that doctors who 
have been in practice for some years after registration are in 
general more able than doctors who have been registered for, 
say, six months. I think that Dr. Williams will agree that he 
is more efficient now than he was ten years ago, and were 
his services required by the Forces they would be of greater 
value. If this principle is accepted, then there should be no 
opposition within the profession. 

I am well aware that the Service medical officer has duties 
to perform other than those confined to medical practice, but 
he is taken into the Service primarily as a doctor, and the 
better doctor he is the more useful and efficient Service medical 
officer he will be. It has become increasingly obvious after 
talking to those who have returned with the B.E.F. that the 
medical officer with experience in dealing with men and 
disease was of far greater value than his less experienced 
colleagues. Dr. Williams is in error when he thinks that a 
specialist automatically has a senior rank because he is a 
specialist. He gets his senior rank only if such rank is avail- 
able within the authorized establishment. Dr. Williams must 
not assume because Birmingham wishes to obtain the best 
conditions for members of the profession that we do not give 
of our best willingly and ungrudgingly.—I am, etc.,

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Duties of Doctors in Air Raids 


Six,—I am amazed to read these Bristol rules (Supplement, 
June 29, p. 108) as they contradict those laid down generally 
for the country at the beginning of the war that are at any 
rate still in force locally. (1) It was decided that doctors 
surgeries were not suitable for first-aid dressings ; the Ministry 
would not supply a stock of dressings or anti-tetanic serum, 
and refused to allot first-aid nurses to enable a doctor to 
dress wounds reasonably quickly. N.B.—In a first-aid post 
there are twenty-five helpers to one doctor. (2) The Ministry 
would make no arrangements to pay a doctor for either time 
or material. (3) The Ministry of Pensions recognizes for 
subsequent compensation only those cases of air-raid injury 
that have been through an official post or hospital. (4) Gas 
casualties were definitely not to be allowed in any house until 
cleansed at a first-aid post. 

What is the reason of this volte-face? —I am, etc.,

Pert.—August Frederick Perl, M.B., B.S(London), passed away suddenly 
on June 29, 1940, at Martins Oak, Battle, Sussex. 


The Ministry of Home Security has made an Order requiring 
drivers of motor vehicles who leave their cars unattended to 
render them temporarily incapable of being driven away. By 
day it will be sufficient if the ignition key is removed and the 
car locked, thus preventing access to the driver's seat. If this 
is not practicable, then part of the mechanism, such as the 
distributor arm or the main ignition lead, must be removed 
or a locking device applied to the mechanism, the steering- 
wheel, or a road wheel, or the car must be put in a locked 
garage or yard. This procedure is also sufficient at night for 
doctors, veterinary surgeons, or nurses using their cars for 


professional purposes. Vf at night the car is not being used 


for professional purposes, then more stringent precautions are 
required, however short the time during which the car is te 
be left unattended: the ignition key must be removed and the 
doors locked, and, in addition, part of the mechanism must 
be removed or a locking device applied, or the car must be 
put away in a locked garage or yard,
